On the 18th 
June the steamer Namoa arrived, and the 
defendant presented himself at the office of 
Messra’ Douglas Lapraik, and ropreserited 
to Me Manger that he was the owner of 
the goods, that he was on officer in-the 
employ of Ting Futal, that be ws going to 
Canton on official buaincas, and that he 
wanted money to pay his expouse. He 
spoke excellent English and gave such an 


I] account of himself that Mx Manger advanc- 


ed him $70. A day or two afterwards the 
Mandarin Wong Yu. Chong camo and 
claimed the goods, ‘He made out his claim 
py, producing the bill of lading. The de- 
fendant was never aeen again by Mr Manger 
until to-day in Court, 

Mr ‘Alfred Thomas Yanger was examin- 
ed:I am partner in the. firm of Messrs 
Douglas Lapraik & Oo,. Tho steamer. 
Douglas is one of our steamers that ply be- 
tween here and the Ooast ports. About 
the 16th June last the steamer was coming 
down from the. Coast ports with a miscel~ 
laneous cargo. Among the sre there were 
200 jars of preserved vegetables shipped 
from Smoy to Hongkong, consigned to our 
firm to hold at the disposal of the shipper. 
On arrival here they were stored in our 
godown, At the time of.arrival, I did not 
Know who was the shipper ; the advice did 
not give the name but only mentioned that 
he was ah officer attached to Ting Fatai, 
the Governor of Fokien.. On arrival, the 
goods were kept in the godown at the order 
of the owner. The following steamer was 
the Namoa, which arrived on the 18th June. 
The defendant came then and spoke to me 
in ‘very good English,. He sald he was the 
shipper of the 200 jara, and that he bad to go 
to Osaton on official business of the Chinese 
Goyernment the following day, and that he 
wished the 200 jars to remain in our godown 
for a few days. At the same time, 
asked me. for the Joan of $70 on the 
goods, as he wished to pay his expenses 
in Oanton, The defendant gave me a long 
account of himeelf and his conversation 
with our agents at Amoy, and having re- 
ceived advices from Mesers Elles & Co., our 
agents, I thought he was the real shipper 
of the goods, What he told me corres- 
ponded with what’ I received from Mexsrs 
Elles & Co. I believed then that he was 
the:shipper and owner of the goods as ho 
represented himaclf, 1 camo to this con- 
clusion without the slightest hesitation, I 
then gave him the $70 and took a receipt 
from him, I saw nothing more of the de- 
fendant watil I saw-him today in Court. 
I would bares] be have advanced him 
the $70 if I had known that he was not the 
real owner and shipper of the goods, He 
did not produce to mo any copy of the bill 
of lading. I took bis word for it. This 
took place.on the 18th June. A dey or 
two after, Mr Wong Ya Chong was brought 
to me by our Compradore, He stated that 

£the-200-jara-of-vegot- 
ables in,our godowns, and he produced to 
me the bill of lading. [ was thon led to 
believe that I had been duped by the de~ 
fendant. The bill of lading produced (marked 
B) was the one given tome: When [gave 
the money to defendant, he gave our com- 
pradore the recelpt now in Court, It was 
written in English and was in the defend- 
ant’s own hand-writing. . Prior to this I did 
not know either .the defendant or Wong 
Yu Chong. I have not recovered my 
$70. When the defendant came to mo 
on the 18th he gave me no name whatever. 
I saw in tho bill of lading that the name of 
thie shipper therein given was one Mr Ohan, 
When Wong -Yu Chong.camo, 
give him the goods, and we did not do so 
until we could have referred to Amoy. 

When the defendant was asked if he had 
any question to put to the witness, ho said 
what ho stated was perfeotly true.
